Five Hundred Moulders in Shops 


of Chicago May Soon Re- 


turn to Work. 


CHICAGO, .Sept. 6.—Secretary Paul 


Blackford, at the Metal Trades Associa- 
tion yesterday, predicted a'termination of 
the. strike of the 500 moulders- in the 
foundry'shops of Chicago within, a month 
ag a result of an important discovery 
made by local manufacturers. 
As an experiment 100 moulding ma- 
chines recently were -Installed in the big 
foundries where It had been found im- 


1 possible to secure strike breakers to re- 
i place -the • foundryraen who walked 
out 


I May 1. The trial was successful, accord- 
ing to employers, who assert the ma- 
chines turned out as much work as three 
skilled Iron moldera. 
Orders were immediately sent to New 
York foe 600 more of the strike breaking 
machines. 
In Chicago and Milwaukee, where th* 
strike of the moulders is also In progress, 
It was predicted 1300 machines will oe 
in operation before another month. 
If 
this proves true, it is figured by employ- 
ers that they will have need for less than 
half of the former number of. employes, 
and that, consequently, the strike practi- 
cally will have been defeated. 
The substitution of machinery'for men 
is not new In'strikea, but this is the first 
time In- the hittory or labor disputes, it 
Is said, that-it has been, tried on ao ex- 
tensive a scale.

Invoking a New Principle. 


The end of every labor strike is always more joyous than the 


beginning. 
The close of the contest between the Carmen's Union 


and the United Railroads Company of San Francisco is no exception 
to the rule. It is hoped that the basis of a permanent industrial 
peace will now "be laid down by the board of arbitration, if the dif- 
ferences between the corporation and the men are carried before 
such a body for settlement. 


President Calhoun seems to have successfully invoked a prin- 


ciple during the recent strike which promises to cut a conspicuous 
figure in future industrial controversies and which does not put 
unionism in jeopardy nor impair the interests of capital, namely, 
that a contract entered into by a labor union with an industrial or a 
corporate employer must be respected and treated as being as bind- 
ing as one made between two persons. The adoption of that prin- 
ciple, which the president of the Amalgamated Association of Street 
and Electric Railway Employes in America recognized when direct- 
ing the strike to be called off and the submission of all disputes to 
arbitration, will undoubtedly add immensely to the usefulness and 
the influence of organized labor, and will benefit the employers of 
labor by guaranteeing to them freedom from all contention with 
their men or interference with the conduct of their business so 
long as the terms of the contract entered into between them and a 
union are s.trictly respected. It looks, therefore, as if we had entered 
upon a new stage in the history of the relations of capital and labor, 
one in which greater harmony and stricter co-operation are likely to 
exist between them. If so, the recent street railway strike in San 
Francisco should be regarded by both sides of the conflict as a bless- 
ing in disguise. 


It is astonishing how easy a great many of our warships find 


bottom when approaching port, on either coast of the continent. 
Half a dozen or more of our naval vessels have been thus crippled 
\vithin a year, and now comes the news that the cruiser Boston 
has reached Bellingham bay with ruptured bottom plates as the re- 
sult of bumping into Peapod rock three days ago. 


Any man or woman who steals a book from the shelves of a 


public library is a very mean kind of a thief. The report of the 
librarian of the Oakland Free Library shows, however, that this 
city is afflicted with some representatives of this undesirable class, 
and that they have been operating very extensively of late. When- 
ever, one of the tribe gets caught, a fitting example should be made 
of the culprit as a warning to all of the kind. 


For a party which has never made a move against trusts to 


assume to be the guardian of the nation against them, and to ask 
that the party which alone has taken steps to suppress monopoly 
be turned down, is simply sublime imp,udence. Yet this is the de- 
mand which 
Mr. Bryan makes in his 
Madison-Square Garden 


speech. And he will find that the American people are no more gul- 
lible on this alleged "issue" than they were when he went up and 
down the country telling them that SO-cent dollars meant dollar 
wheat, and that national prosperity was only to be had by debasing 
the currency.—San Diego Union. 


Possibility of a Fake Decision. 


It is not altogether certain that fraud was not committed in 


the settlement of the Cans-Nelson slugging match after all. Every 
one connected with the affair has, according to all accounts, a record 
for crooked work at one time or other in his career. And the ad- 
mission of one of the principals proves conclusively that an effort 
was made to fake the fight by pre-arrangement, which would doubt- 
less have succeeded but for the timely exposure of the job in THE 
riRIBUNE. The rejection of the proffered bribe of $25,000 in con- 
sideration of "laying down" to Nelson, was not attributed to any 
conscientious scruples on the part of the negro, for his professional 
career is badly besmirched through having engaged in similar hazy 
transactions in the past, in which he was financially benefited. Even 
the name of the referee, whose competency and integrity Were loudly 
proclaimed as an assurance of a square deal, seems to be deeply 
clouded through association with a notorious fake in Chicago, in 
which one of the principals in the Goldfield fight was a participant. 


After THE TRIBUNE'S exposure of the proposed job which 


contemplated working to the long end of the betting the gullible 
people who risk their money on the results obtained in such events 
v ithotit any knowledge of the plotting done on the inside, the tactics 
of the conspirators had, of course, to be changed. The professional 
crooks had to take the long end of the betting themselves. It then 
became as essential that Cans should win as it would have been 
indispensable that he should lose under the previous arrangement. 
There can be little doubt that up to the last few rounds the battle 
was honestly fought for blood; and so long as the jobbers' invest- 
ments were not in peril, there was no disposition to interfere with 
the progress of the scrap. Now, however, the Dane, who was ad- 
judged the loser by a foul, says he \vas jobbed and robbed. That 
kind of a cry has a familiar ring to it after every contest of the kind. 
The loser is rarely willing to admit defeat. All of those profession- 
ally reporting the event at the ringside agree that the negro was 
fouled, some going so far as to say the fouling was undoubtedly, de- 
liberate. However, the manager of the Dane wants to know why 
the time-honored custom of a physical examination by a qualified 
physician of the man alleged to have been fouled was not made im- 
mediately 
after Cans was carried out of the 
ring, to determine 


whether he \\as injured, as he represented, or was faking, as was 
possible, for a prize-fighter who has been dishonest in the ring once 
can never be trusted to be honest there again. But the decision 
came which saved the long-end bettors. That was the main result 
desired. The gullible people on the short end saw a gruelling com- 
bat, of course, if^at the ringside; or they read stirring accounts of 
the battle if not there; but they parted company with their money, 
and the men who put up the game got the bulk of it, as it was 
planned they should, whether the fight was fair or a fake, or the 
decision on the square or not. And in view-of the fact that those 
fc-ho insist upon betting their money blindly in such events, know 
that they are running a. risk of being deliberately defrauded, there 
fe no sympathy to be wasted on them whether the ei^ner of the 
tontest was honest or not. 


The Chinese Colony in Oakland. 


Says the Ventura Free Press: "Oakland is becoming frightened 


at itself. It has suddenly awakened to the fact that it has a China- 
town right in its business center containing 10,000 celestials, and' 
the thing is growing so fast that the population promise* to be 
doubled in another year. How the dragon swallowed Up the prettiest 
portion of San Francisco is so fresh in the minds of Oaklanders that 
they are really frightened about the thing, and their papers are 
sounding warnings to the people. Block after block is falling before 
the Chinese in Oakland. By their methods of offering high rental 
for a location they put % little wedge into a row of business houses, 
and almost before the matter is given a second thought the whole 
block is smelling of punk paper, and the whites have fled jand the 
Chinese are paying what rent they like for business houses no other 
race of people will take." 


The alleged scare over the location here of the Chinese refugees 


of San Francisco and the establishment of the industries which they 
carried on across the bay before the April conflagration, is ail in 
the heated imagination of the Free Press. Whether the growth of 
Oakland's Chinatown will prove a permanently good thing or not, 
time only can determine. It is a fact that since the destruction of 
San Francisco's Chinatown a radical change has taken place in public 
sentiment in that city regarding the race; and that, instead-of con- 
gratulating themselves on the removal of the Chinese colony to this 
side of the bay, those who previously denounced it as a social and 
industrial ulcer andja nursery of vice and iniquity, are now pleading 
for its return to its old quarters as an essential element in the work 
of rehabilitation. While it is quite true that the Chinese have 
crowded out a great number of white residents from the eastern 
section of the Sixth Ward, they have undoubtedly been the means 
of introducing more building improvements into that .locality than 
were ever known there before. Moreover, they have trebled and 
quadrupled the value of land, creating an unprecedented demand 
for it. Rents have advanced correspondingly. 
Owners of property 


are not complaining therefore. However, where the Chinese have 
not actually bought the preraises they occupy, the property is held 
by them under lease. Many of these run for long terms. Bu^the 
lessors have taken good care in nearly every case to exact a bond 
which secures them against 
any such juggling 
in the matter of 


rentals as the Free Press suggests.

There have 
been many signs that the habit of taking 
books from the library without having 
them charged at the desk has been on 
the Increase, until it has become an evil 
that demands action on your part The 
most' striking evidence of this abuse of 
the open shelf privilege Is afforded by 
tho inventory taken August 31. The 
summary of that inventory Is as fol- 
lows.

I say "apparent" because I am fnr from 
believing that more than eighteen hun- 
dred books have been stolen from the 
llbiary 
Every jear there is a small per- 
manent Joss of books', some three or four 
bundled, but It will be noted that uhlle 
in iy05 the count was made In the middle 
of June while a multitude of people were 
out of town, this year the vacation sea- 
son has ended. 
That means that the 
unrecorded use of books currently taken 
and returned is many hundreds. 1 be- 
lieve It Is so: for In a few cases where 
the, practice has been brought home to 
the offenders the common 
excuse 
Is, 


"Why, 
everybody 
does It." 
That, of 
course, Is not true, either, but It is true 
that a very large number of people have 
the Idea that it IP no crime to take a 
library book unauthorieed. with the in- 
tention, of course, of reading it and re- 
turning It 
This habit is prevalent, I 
am forced to believe, among the younger 
members, those of high school age, and 
below 
I know of specific instances- that 


compel this belief. 
Most of it is done 
from pure heedlessness, some perhaps 
from absolute Ignorance that it is not 
right 
As to remedies, I am loth to advocate 
the drastic one of closing the shelves 
again, and keeping the public from the 
books. That may have to be done, but 
first I would try an appeal to the good 
will and good sense of the people of Oak- 
land themselves to correct the wrong. If 
all parents ot young people that come 
to the library would see to It that their 
children understood that unlawful bor- 
rowing is nothing else than larceny, and 
Is punlshible as such by fine and im- 
prisonment; that, further, such losses of 
books discourage the buying 
of 
new 


books and may result in the wlhtdrawal 
of the privilege, highly prized by many 
patrons, of seeking their books them- 
selves from the shelf; that further, the 
loss of the record of circulation Is a seri- 
ous one to the library, because the record 
of the use of books is the flg-ure taken 
to measure the work done by the library 
and a falling off of that figure because 
of such unfair practices, prevents 
us 


from making the showing that entitles 
us to adequate support from the city 
treasury,'—I am sure

Easterners of Opinion That Nothing 


Can Prevent This City From De- 


veloping Into a Metropolis. 


H. C. Capwell, who has 
just re- 


' turnod from an extended trip to Hew 


Tork and other points 
East, tells a 


most Interesting story regarding the; 
Eastern views of the changed conditions 
around San Francisco bay consequent 
upon historical events of last April. Aa 
Mr. Capwell Is the head of one of Oak- 
land's leading commercial houses and 
also president 
of the Security Bank 


and Trust Company, he enjoyed un- 
usual opportunities for discussing the 
present and future of 
Oakland with 


men of many views, and his Impres- 
sions and deductions are of unusual in- 
terest and value to all Interested in 
Oakland and Alameda county. 


INTERESTED IN FUTURE. 


"It Is not the past or with the Im- 


mediate present of San Francisco and 
Oakland that Eastern commercial men 
and financiers are 
particularly inter- 


ested," said Mr. Capwell. "It is In the 
: future that they express the greater 


Interest. They have been filled by the 
newspapers with all the facts concern- 
ing the earthquake and fire and they 
know all about these unhappy features. 
They have 
just 
about 
outlived the 


period of sympathy and their feelings 
now largely partake of anxiety as to 
the future of the city across the bay. 
But they are always willing to hear the 
opinions and experiences of anyone 
who was actually on the ground, and it 
is here where Pacific coast people are 
able to correct many erroneous im- 
pressions. 
Some of the New Tork 


papers appear to have taken delight, in 
presenting the blackest side of the big 
disaster. 
They tell of the immensity 


, of the catastrophe, of the difficulties of 
'the labor situation and assert that the 
people of San Francisco are themselves 
losing heart. When a Californlan de- 
nies these things he is listened to with 
all attention .and respect, 
but he is 


clearly given' to understand that his 
opinions are taken ae coming from one 
who is a party in Interest, and that 
consequently they are somewhat sus- 
picious of the foundation for his op- 
timism. 


FIELD FOR INVESTORS. 


"Many solid Easterners 
firmly be- 


lieve that the 
rehabilitation of San 


Francisco will require not less than 
twenty-five years' time. They declare 
that the disaster is so overwhelming 
that it is 
necessary to recreate the 


entire business part of the city. They 
admit that 
during 
this 
rebuilding 


period San Francisco will be a magnifi- 
cent field for heavy investors and in- 
deed there is plenty of money willing 
to cnrne West for that purpose. This, 
in brief, is the consensus of opinion re- 
gardinfr conditions across the bay. 


CITY OF OPPORTUNITY. 


"But it is vastly different when thoy 


talk ot Oakland. 
It is firmly their 


opinion that Oakland 
must be from 


this time on the more important eily 
of the two. I was told that while San 
Francisco must 
be 
entirely rebuilt, 


Oakland has only to develop into a 
metropolis and that nothing can pre- 
vent her from doing so. Oakland, as 
one man told me, is as we have ofcen 
called ourselves, the City of Oppor- 
tunity, and it is gratifying to be able to 
say that tho East has the greatest con- 
fidence that we will not let the oppor- 
tunity pass by. They tell us that tho I 
greatest asset in our development will 
be the fact that we must largely sup- 
port and aid In the rebuilding of S;>n 
Francisco. They believe that although 
a grout 
many people 
have left San! 


Francisco, they Intend to return, but 
that while that city is being rebuilt, 
commerce and society must make its 
headquarters over here. 


A GOOD ARGUMENT. 


"One 
argument that Eastern people 


fully understand is that regarding the 
existence of deep water on the other I 
side oC the bay, and this is how they 
express themselves. They tell me that

the btg city was naturally built on tha 
peninsula because tho deep water was 
'already there, and the pioneers were 
naturally anxious" to found a city as 
quickly and as easily as possible. Now 
alt this is changed, and the wonderful 
improvements In harbor-making have 
convinced these well-informed East- 
erners that Oakland can have all the 
deep water she wants and can have It 
connected directly with the transcon- 
tinental railroads—which Is something 
Impossible across the bay. 
It Inter- 


ested me excedlngly to discover how 
thoroughly thoughtful and solid East- 
ern men are acquainted with the de- 
tails of our geographical situation. To 
sum up this phase of the'situation, I 
can only say that they are fully con- 
vinced that the earthquake has resulted 
In correcting: the error :pf half a cen- 
tury ago when, as we have all so often 
said, the metropolis was established on 
the wrong side of the bay. This leads 
to the impression which might truth- 
fully be called a conviction that Oak- 
land Is bound to be the bigger city in 
the future. 


BIRTH OF NEW CITY. 


"I was very much Interested In a 


statement from Colonel Irish published 
in an Oakland newspaper a few weeks 
ago In which he referred to the efface- 
rnent of two cities. The effaoement of 
San Francisco 
Is plain; 
the 
other 


effacement Is the wiping off the map of 
the old Oakland by the sudden birth 
of a new metropolis. It is just a case 
of the blossom making way for the 
fruit. 
I cannot find a better simile, 


and It is this view of it which prevails 
throughout the East. 


CAN BE REMEDIED. 


"Just as soon as I arrived home I 


felt a little pang of regret. 
I was re- 


minded that today Oakland Is holding 
an election to vote sewer'bonds. And I 
thought of how much better it would 
have been had we voted all the bonds 
for improvements that have been pre- 
sented during the past few years. How 
much more wealthy we would be as a 
city today. But we can remedy this 
before it is too late, and I cannot help 
thinking that this ia just the proper 
time and place to make such a remark. 


P/10TT A GOOD MAYOR. 


"When in New Tork I just missed 


meeting Mayor Mott, but I read his 
remarks In the Oakland papers after 
his return, and I think it was a good 
investment for this city to have a man 
for Mayor who is willing to spend his 
own money to make a trip East to 
study 
municipal 
conditions. 
It 
is 


something new and measures up well 
with the new spirit fn Oakland. 
It 


might not be a bad idea if we started 
the habit of keeping such men in office. 


OAKLAND IS CONFIDENT. 


"One 
of the greatest Inducements to 


the outside world to come and Invest 
capital In Oakland is the confidence 
that Oakland is showing in herself. 
When the moneyed men and the big 
men of a community get together and 
declare that Oakland is a safe place 
in which to build a hotel costing a 
million and a half, 
it carries 
more 


weight with men at a. distance than 
any amount of talk. It looks now as if 
the hotel question in Oakland has been 
settled, for with contracts already lot 
and with other big hotel projects In 
the hands of men who" do things, we 
can foel satisfied that tn a short time 
Oakland will have all the first-class 
hotels that her growing and Important 
conditions need. 


GRATIFY.NG INCIDENT. 


"I heard in the East that the new 


water company had incorporated for 
twenty million dollars. This Is another 
very gratifying incident. If Oakland 
does not want to go into the water 
business it is very gratifying to know 
that an aggregation of capitalists have 
sufficient confidence In the future to 
invest immense sums of money in such 
an enterprise. The manner in which 
these capitalists are planning for the 
future shows that they have the ut- 
most confidence that Oakland is to be 
a tremendous city and as a great por- 
tion of all this new money must come 
from the East, it shows that on the 
other side of the continent confidence 
in Oakland is equally pronounced, 
I- 


cannot but help repeating that when- 
ever I have discussed affairs of Oak- 
land with anybody, thv.t the opinion is 
universal that 
Oakland has a great 


future, and that all the building and 
investing today must be done with that 
conclusion ever in vle\v. 


MUST NOT EXAGGERATE. 


"But we must be careful not to ex- 


aggerate in the 
statements wo send 


abroad. We must not get the reputa- 
tion of being blowhards. I say this be- 
caused the very first thing I read in an 
Oakland newspaper on my return was 
a statement that my firm was .to fin- 
ance a 
magnificent 
ten-story steel 


building to be erected on Broadway. 
This statement is altogether without 
foundation and entirely unauthorized 
so far as our firm is concerned. 
Al- 


though I firmly believe that there will 
be lots of ten-story buildings erected 
in the near future, we must be careful 
not to aend out any reports upon which 
we do not make good. There is plenty 
of legitimate boom material to give the 
world from Oakland wjthout trespass- 
ing on the imagination and we must 
always remember that 
one wrong 


statement has a tendency to destroy 
confidence in a dozen that are abso- 
lutely true. 


BUSINESS THRIVING. 


"How did I find the wholesale mar- 


kets? I found that any merchant with 
money can get any kind and grade of 
goods that he wants. 
The markets 


were never so full as at present and 
every branch of industry is thriving. 
So wide is the variety of grades today 
that a merchant has some difficulty 
in making his selection. I saved, my- 
self a lot of trouble by removing such 
difficulties very quickly. I simply dis- 
Ciir'ded altogether anything the quality 
of which might be classed as doubtful 
so far as Oakland is concerned. It is 
necessary now to buy from two to four 
times as much merchandise as sufficed 
one year ago. 
Something has been 


said about it being, necessary for the 
Oakland merchants, since April IS, to 
buy goods of a higher grade .In order 
to meet the new conditions.. So far as 
quality is concerned 
the "merchants 


have not been nearly so much surprised 
as have the people. 
I have .always 


contended that it was possible to buy 
as luxuriously and as economically In 
Oakland as in San Francisco, but/there 
was always a large element among us 
who preferred to do 
their shopping 


across tho bay. 
Now conditions 
are 


such that we have no longer any need 
to advocate home grading movements, 
nor do I anticipate that we ever again 
shall have any need of such special 
efforts.

of constant surprises to the old San
